Since that time, he declared, there 
had been nothing improper between 
them and that he was trying to break 
away from her.

He builds the fires, 
and while the "better half" prepares 
the morning meal Mr. Ruralist feeds 
his horses and cattle. Then comes 
his own breakfast, and then as the 
sun from behind the horizon begins 
to light up the landscape the ruralist 
harnesses his hirses or mules and is 
soon away-for his daily labor. 


During the winter time he can do 


- little work on crops. 
But there are 


jthe thousands of "sprouts" that must 
be cut, in his wheat field or apple or- 
chard. Fences must be repaired or 
new ones built In cold weather logs 
will split easily and fence posts or 
wood must be cut.

folks have developed surprising skill

AMERICAN AUTOS WINNING 


Nearly as Many Delivered in British | 


Isles During 1922 as Were 


Manufactured There. 


LONDON. Feb. 
20. — The United 


States came out on top in the auto- 
mobile trade war with England dur- 
ing 1922. 


Despite a 33 1-3 per cent English 


duty on incoming American cars there 
were nearly as many delivered here 
for sale during 1922 as were manu- 
factured by all the companies of the 
British isles, according to the Amer- 
ican chamber of commerce in London. 


•Englishmen are inclined to make 


sport of American cars. They are of 
uniform color and resemble hearses, 
the Englishman asserts 
American. 


engineers also overpower their cars 
and the gasoline consumption is there- 
fore too great, it is said. 


Compared to a standard English- 


built roadster a small two passenger 
American car is large, roomy and im- 
posing. Perfect Broads make it possi- 
ble for English cars to be -built with 
scant clearance between the dust pan 
and the road. The few inches saved 
in this way answer to reduce size 
appreciably. 


Englishmen insist that the Amer- 
ican cars are unwieldy as well as ugly- 
and Expensive to operate.

turers" need riot worry. For all their 
objections to American bodies and 
motors the English are steadily be- 
coming better customers of American 
show rooms. 
The new United States tariff pro- 


vider a 33 1-3 per cent tariff on British 
cars. 
This is in the nature of a 


"reciprocal" move, it has been ex- 
plained, and when England reduces 
the tariff on automobiles, the Amer- 
ican barrier will be correspondingly 
removed. 


Even a small reduction in the tariff 


against American made cars would be 
fatal to the English 
manufacturers. 


Except in the matter of appearance, 
American builders are now putting 
superior cars on the English market 
at a figure local factories cannot 
approach. 


The English public is being edu- 


cated to see the worth of American- 
built mechanism under the drab black 
of the tonneau.

Transmitting With Your Receiving Set. 


II—Sending by Variometer 


The greatest trial of the man who 


uses the short-wavo regenerative set 
or a double circuit set with a vario- 
meter in either plate or grid lead, is 
the constant tendency of such a hook- 
up to whistle and howl. 


If, 
however, 
this man 
has been 


studying dot and dash wireless code 
and is able to pase an examination for 
an amateur license for himself and for 
his station, he will find such a hook-up 
the best for sending out messages on 
low power without any additional ex- 
pense in the matter of apparatus. 


Here again we use the single switch 


connected to the plus eide of the B

With the whistle almost too loud 
for us to stand in the telephones, we

It must be remembered that this is 


not a high-powered set and that it will 
not send signals to any considerable 
distance.

transmitting outfit by using more B 
battery voltage for sending than you 
do for receiving.

If you are using 
one of the tubes which burns- its fila- 
ment at a very white brilliancy, you 
will know that the danger point in 
applying B battery voltage is reached 
•when the tube begins to turn blue.

It was an un- 
usual birthmark, known to the doctors 
as "angioma" or "naevus basculosus." 


In the skin are many minute.Wood- 
vessels. Indeed, there are layers of 
blood-vessels. Normally, these vessels 
are very small and scarcely show 
through the skin. 
Unfortunately, there are persons who 
must be annoyed and embarrassed by 
the effects of enlargement of these blood- 
vessels, onlmarily BO tiny. Then there 
is a red spot, perhaps no larger than the 
head of a pin. Or it may be an inch or 
two in diameter, and even as large as 
the area of the hand. In the case of 
the man T saw in my youth, the trouble 
Involved half the head. This particular 
defect is called the "port-wine stain." 


The c&uso of such birthmarks as I 
have here described Is uncertain. The 
only thing I am sure about Is that ma- 
terial impressions before the birth of 
the afflicted person have nothing to do 
with the trouble. This popular belief 
is one I do not share. 
The mark may be present at birth. Or 


it may appear soon after birth a 
small spot which gradually enlarges. 
The spot may be on the face. neck, 
arms or, for that matter, anywhere on 
the-'body. Little attention is. paid to it 
unless the mark is on the face, anJ 
then Its importance depends on the slsa 
of the defect. 
In the old days there was Httle to be 


done for this trouble. Continued pres- 
sure sometimes lessened the color. For 
this reason collodion was painted on the 
skin every day. 
The electric needle will destroy 
small blood-vessel and canse the rei 
«pot to disappear. This mnst he ossd 
by an expert, of course.

In recent times the modern inventions 
have held out more hope of relief. The 
X-ray, repeatedly applied, has been fol-

Quickly Than Fashions. » 


MADISON, Wis., Feb. 20.—News 


and disease germs travel from Paris 
to the middle west by radlo,*telegraph, 
breeding train and automobile a thou- 
sand times faster than • they did a 
hundred years ago. 


But styles— the styles from Paris in 


Russian boots, bobbed hair, .and long 
skirts— still move as slowly' as mo- 
lasses iu cold weather. 


It takes two years for Paris styles 


to be accepted generally in the hinter- 
land surrounding Chicago. 
Designers 
and manufacturers of 


women's clothing of America repro- 
ducing the French styles turn out only 
a small number of duplicates the first 
year after the styles make their-first 
big hit on the Riviera, according to 
the theory of Miss Hazel Manning, 
assistant professor of home economics 
at the University of Wisconsin here. 


If the style "sticks" — if New York 


and Chicago mademoiselles fell for it 
hard enough — the quantity manufac- 
turers turn out the specialties by the 
hundreds of dozens, to be sold the 
following year at much lower prices.

liquor with bonded warehouse labels 
is scarcer than it used to be. Three 
hundred bonded warehouses are being 
converted into-forty or fifty.

concentration of the government sup- 
ply is expected to prevent thefts and 
make it easier to check up and guard 
the liquor on hand. 
The second source is in the manu- 


facture and use of industrial alcohol. 
Manufacturers are being required to 
use denatured alcohol and by using 
benzol it is said to be impossible to 
extract good alcohol except by an 
apparatus costing about ?50,000, which 
will be within the reach of only a few 
ringleaders who cannot easily escape 
detection as the government espionage

Unfamiliar Uses for Lemons. 


Lemon juice has 
an 
affinity for 


grease. Lemon from which most of 
the juice has been squeezed for other 
purposes will- take the grease from 
pots, pans, dishes and sinks better 
and quicker than hot water and soap. 


Brass and other metals can be effec- 


tively cleaned by rubbing the surface 
with" a cut lemon after it has 
been 


sprinkled lightly with salt. If sUver 
ware has been discolored or stained, 
rubbing it first with lemon and later 
with alcohol and common whiting 
mixed will give it a high luster. . 


A usage not 
commonly employed, 


but one 'from which excellent results 
can be expected, is the removing by 
lemon juice of mildew. The formula 
calls for equal parts of soft soap and 
fine starch, making a paste. Moisten 
the material well with lemon juice. 
Spread the paste thickly on both sides 
of the cloth and then expose it to the 
sun. 
When the paste becomes hard, 


soften it with more lemon juice, re- 
peating until the mildew disappears. 


A little known use for lemon peel- 


ings is found in their valuable de- 
odorizing qualities. During the win- 
ter months, when the open fireplace 
has burned something with a disagree- 
able odor or the aroma of cooking stii! 
remains in the house, dried lemon 
rind sprinkled over the coals of the 
fire will counteract these disagreeable 
smells.—Designer.
